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Reasons for allowance 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 06/24/2008 amendment in the 
application of Shaw for a "Multiple and parallel access network tap for gigabit internet LANs" 
filed 09/19/2003. The proposed amendment has been entered and made of record. 

2. Claims 1-9 are allowable 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a network tap that enables multiple, independent and parallel 
monitoring devices to analyze communication flows through a connection without interfering 
with such flows, comprising: means for supplying power to said network tap; a pair of network 
ports, each network port having an input and output, for connecting said network tap to said 
connection; a first internal channel for the input of a first communication flow through a first 
member of the pair of network ports, that duplicates and then forwards a first communication 
flow both within said tap and to an output of a second member of the pair of network ports; a 
second internal channel for the input of a first communication flow through the second member 
of the pair of network ports, that duplicates and then forwards a second communication flow 
both within said tap and to an output of the first member of the pair of network ports; at least one 
pair of monitoring ports, each monitoring port having an output for each of the first and second 
internal channels; and, for each internal channel and communication flow forwarded within said 
tap, means for further duplicating and forwarding the communication flow to the outputs of said 
pair of monitoring ports, as specifically recited in the claims.
